W ASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 18.— J 
If I mtirman Tawney and th e house i 
committee on appropriations could 
find some way oi doing away with 
the vacation habit on tii-e part of* 
government officials a u l etupioyeg 
tuey would be able to pare dow n ma- j 
tonally the annual billion dollar ap 
propriation to which approximately 
Uncle Sam has now come to be sub­ 
ject. Without much doubt, the work­ 
ing force of the various departments J 
could be in some measure reduced if 
vacations were done away with, or 
their length much abated. But, more 
important than this, government ex­ 
penditures would lie sensibly lessen- ( 
ed if the reins were tightened on the 
high officials and it were made less 
easy for them to spend most or all of 
the summer away from Washington, 
oftentimes on elaborate junkets, the 
burden of w hich the treasury has to j 
bear. 
If one wanders down to the union 
station in Washington these hot Au­ 
gust days, he will find the trains 
are crowded with government offi­ 
cials and employes who are eagerly 
hastening away from the capital for I 
the seashore, 
the 
mountain, the 
farms, the lakes. From heads of ex­ 
ecutive departments down to mes­ 
sengers, the vacation bacillus has 
taken effect. 
The rule is to allow a 
thirty-day vacation to each govern­ 
ment employe. 
Of course, it is to 
be expected the people who work in 
the government service will avail 
themselves of their privilges of leave 
as long as it is coming to them. Cer­ 
tainly, it would not be reasonable to 
expect the subordinate employes of 
the government to plod away stead-. 
fly the year through without vaca­ 
tions when It is well known that the 
high officials exercise wide latitude 
In this matter of finding a way to 
rest up through the summer months 
while their salaries go on with a de­ 
gree of latitude no business institu­ 
tion would be expected to permit. 
In addition to a thirty-day vaca­ 
tion. each government employe is en­ 
titled to thirty days of sick leave 
with pay, obtainable on a doctor’s 
certificate. Doubtless some 
abuses 
creep 
into the sick leave 
system, 
though each department endeavors 
to draw the lines carefully in this re­ 
spect and it Is likely that there 
^are far more abuses in the popular 
imagination than there are in fact. 
High Official*. S cattered. 
The employes of 
low 
rank, of 
course, are tied down to the regula­ 
tion leave. 
It is the high official, 
the cabinet officer, the assistant sec­ 
retary, the bureau h^ad, the division 
chief, that avoids Washington as he 
would poison in the 
hot season. 
From about the middle of June to 
the middle of September, a census of 
high 
government 
officials 
would 
show* them most amazingly scarce at 
the capital and most 
astonishingly 
scattered. 
Under the guise 
of 
the 
“ special 
investigation,” 
numerous 
government officials are out of the 
I nited States, some in Europe, some 
in more rem its 
quarters 
of 
the 
earth, collecting information which 
the public is supposed to stand 
in 
urgent need of and getting a tour of 
foreign lands at the expense of the 
federal treasury. 
Some of these in-1 
vestigations are little short of the ri­ 
diculous and deal with matters thor-I 
oughly well understood 
here 
or 
which could be understood by 
re­ 
questing the facts from consular of- 1 
faces or sending an intelligent person 
to consult the library of congress. 
It is true that congress cannot 
very well take exceptions to the dis­ 
position of officials to conduct in­ 
vestigation in cool regions in 
the 
hot months, since the congressional j 
Investigating committee is prone to 
hasten to foreign shores and remote 
parts of the country in search of in-. 
formation upon the slightest provo-1 
cation. 
Cabinet Officers Especially Scarce. 
This year, the absence of high of­ 
ficials from the capital 
has 
been 
rather more noticeable than usual, i 
From about the time the president 
left here for Oyster Bay, cabinet of­ 
ficers have been scarce 
as 
hen's 
teeth. 
For weeks. Secretary Wright* 
of the war department has been the 
only cabinet officer here. 
He has 
been sticking to his post and getting 
acquainted with his duties in most 
resolute fashion. 
From two to three 
months of vacation ts what most of 
the other cabinet officials are allot­ 
ting to themselves. 
In a sense, the 
business 
of the 
government does not suffer from the 
absence of the 
cabinet 
officers or 
high officials, because there are 
in 
every department plenty of compe­ 
tent officials to act as substitutes. 
Still, in the absence of the head of 
a department, its acting head is apt 
to confine himself to the routine du­ 
ties that come before bim 
He is 
not looking for trouble and he ini­ 
tiates nothing in the absence of his 
superior. 
So it is with the head of 
a bureau or a division. 
That the 
business of the government suffers * 
toy the tendency to absenteeism 
iu 
the summer months cannot be doubt­ 
ed by anyone familiar with the meth­ 
ods of conducting the departments. 
Iii Close Touch With White House. 
One idea is prevalent that in the 
absence of the president some cabi­ 
net officer has to be in Washington 
to “sit on the lid.” 
This is hardly 
correct. 
When the president is 
at 
Oyster Bay, it is not 
necessary 
he 
should have a substitute in Washing­ 
ton.
